Her Majesty’s ships Barossa and Cormorant roturned on the 
10th August from the cruise on which they started on the 21st 
July. All -the information to be obtained as to what befel 
them is as follows :— 

“They arrived on the evening of the 27th July at Hima 
Sima, about thirty miles from Hargi; the residence of Nangato. 
The two Japanese who accompanied the expedition having 
donned the disguise of doctors, were landed, with a journey of 
thirty miles before them, and in great dread of Ronius on their 
road, and the reception that might await them on arrival. . On 
the lst August, steam was got up, and the Cormorant steamed 


down towards the entrance of tho Inland Sea. . As she ap-

new forts had been erected, on both sides of the channel. 
The Barossa anchored mid.channel of Hima Sima and 
the narrow entrance of the Inland Sea, and took soundings. 
On this occasion, so faras we can ascertaiu, nothing particular 
occurred, but on the 7th the Cormorant again went down to the 
entrance to the Inland Sea, and it was discovered that in the 
week's interval the forts had been further strengthened, having 
more guns than on her former visit. The Japanese fired shot 
and shell across the Straits on the approach of the Cormorant. © 

“On the same day, the 7th, the two Japanese envoys re- 
turned with the answer of the Prince Nangato,—the tenor of 
which we have not heard officially, but it is rumoured to be 
unfavourable. The two Japanese returned to the island, saying 
as they loft that the Prince of Nangato would probably open 
the Straits in a little time. 

“The people with whom intercourse was had are said to have 
been unusually uncivil—saying that they wished our ships 
would go away, they did not want us at all. They report that 
Nangato has some 16,000 ronins in his employ, independent of 
his regular army of 26,000.” 

The Japan Herald says, regarding the two subjects of Nan- 
gato} referred to above :—‘t We had forgotten to mention pre- 
viously that the two Japanese who accompanied the Barossa 
and the Cormorant were sent by Nangato with three others to 
England some year or more past. ‘The other three now remain 
in London, studying civil engineering and mectanics. It is 
said that from what they suw in England they wereso impressed 
with the futility of any endeavour on-the part of their Prince 
to compete with our power, even so removed from home, that 
they determined, in tho hopes of averting trouble from him, to 
acquaint him personally with the details of their experiénce, 
and they cast lots which two should return to Japan and advise 


| with him. The arrival here of the two upon whom this duty 


thus chanced, fortunately was so opportune as to enable them

A very untoward incident, trifling in itself, but capable at 
such a juncture of greatly adding to the difficulties of. nego- 
tiation had occurred at Yedo, The American Minister had 
gone up there in the Jamestown, and it appoars that some of 
the marines of that vessel, whilst marchiog through the city, 
met the norimon occupied by Matzdrira Oki-no-Nami, escorted 
by his retinue, and in consequence of tho manauavring, wheel-: 
ing, clanging of arms, shouting of oders, aud tramp of men, 
they were panic-stricken, and fled, leaving his Highness alone 
n tle middle of the street in unbounded rage.. Our Yokohama 
contemporary considers this onc.of the most unfortunate things 
that could have happened in the picseut cvudition of aliairs, - 
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nd remarks ‘that the diplomacy and gnilitary operations 
Of other nations in Japan will prove but the waste of so 
much ink and paper, blood, and treasure, if all the furious 
passions and enmities of its great Princes are to be 
thus aroused by the ostentatious building of palaces in Yedo 
for tho representatives—and the display of the glitter of the 
bayonets and tramp of the men—of a nation which, for any 
indications he can at present observe, is not prepared to aid 
to any considerable extent tho maintenance of the probably 
coming struggle, and which, by these vory things, may be pre- 
cipitated and prolonged.” 

On the 28th July the 7a-kiang brought a further accession 
to the British force, consisting of 167 rank and file of the 67th 
Regiment, sixty Royal Artillery, and eix Royal Engineers. On 
the Ist August, the 20th Regiment kept the 105th anniversary 
of “Minden,” trooping their colours in the morning, and being 
reviewed in the afternoon by Major-Gencral Brown, in the 
presence of Sir Rutherford Alcock. The vastly improved 
condition of the 20th was very remarkable. On the 2nd 
there was a grand review of the Naval Brigade. They landed 
in beautiful order, and in less than fifteen minutes’ time from 
leaving their ships they had Janded and formed line on the 
Bund. The Brigade consisted of two battalions, 800 strong, 
and a battery; one battalion under command of Captain 
Alexander and Captain Boxer, the other commanded by Cap- 
tains Moresby and Nott; the battery under command of 
Captain Hunter. On landing the battalion formed line, flanked 
by the batteries ; fired a number of rounds, formed squares ; 
prepared to resist cavalry ; dismounted the batteries, taking 
the wheels and other gear of the guns inside the squares ; fired 
a@ number of vollies of musketry ; remounted the guns ; formed 
column of companies, and marched off the ground through

The Commercial News of the 10th August bud the following 
important “ Communicated,” which, we trust, may prove au- 
thentio :— 

“ News is reported from Osaca to the effect that merchants 
there are preparing for the expected influx of foreigners; that 
several Daimios have given their countenance to the scheme, 
and that they will allow no more shipments to Yedo to be con- 
veyed to Yokohama, being of opinion that the Tycoon has had 
trade with, and governed foreigners long enough to his benefit 
and to the detriment of the Daimios; that owing to the re- 
strictions and vexatious exactions, &., in bringing them to 
Yokohama, tea and silk have been lowered in price in the in- 
terior, so that you can buy them for one-third of what merchants 
are forced to charge to make any profit. It is also said that the 
Mikado has been petitioned by the wealthy merchants of Osaca 
to be allowed to trade with foreign countries, and that a favour- 
able reply is anticipated. ‘The duplicity and treacherous course 
of the Tycoon’s Government has been understood, and, as pre- 
dicted soveral years back, true friends will yet be found amongst 
the Daimios who, owning producing districts, will bo forced to 
remain and become our best friends. It is a source of con- 
gratulation to all merchants and friends of foreign intercourse 
with Japan to see the feeling of hatred gradually giving way, 
and that the greatest and wealthiest port in Japan, Osaca, will 
shortly be ours, without the tender care and guidance of the 
‘Tycoon’s officers, with their well-known hatred to foreigners.” 

The Japan Herald, too, expresses an opinion that of the two 
parties now dividing Japan, the one favourable to foreigners is 
the most numerous, and it gives ths following weighty reasons 
for that opinion :—“The Japanese are wholly dependent upon 
rice for their living. The wealth of the Government and of the 
Daimios depends upon the crops they gather in during the 
season. For some time past the Government has levied heavy 
taxes upon the Daimios in order to fortify their country. At 
the same time the Daimios have been storing up their rice in 
case of hostilities breaking out. The natural consequence of 
these deductions is, that their income has been gradually de- 
creasing, and at the present time they complain very bit- 
terly against the Government, They say ‘we have given you 
all you require of us, but we see no improvements. 
Japan is not fortified, and you tell us you are not ready for 





war.” This scarcity of rice affects the working-classes also no 
less than the Daimios. In many places the former are almost 
starved. The lower officials also, after expending ‘a large por- 
tion of their small income in clothing (for they are obliged 
always to appear in silk), find that they have barely sufficiont 
left to provide themselves with daily food. There are some 
who attribute theso difficulties solely to the Government; 
Others trace beck the primary cause to the arrival of foreigners 
in Japan, saying that if foreigners had not come, there would 
heve been uy fear of a war, and consequently no reason for 
the Daimios to store up their rice. ‘The former sgain urgue 
that the policy pursued by the Japanese Government 
towards foreigners has been such as to justify war, and, 
therefore, maintain that the Government is responsible for all 
the present difficulties. Again, the merchants and some fow 
of the Daimios have gained so much money by their intercourse 
with European nations, that they are very desirous foreigners 
should remain in the country; and one or two of the latter 
have requested the permission of Government to open their- 
ports to foreigners. They have in every case received the 
permission, but with a conditional clause, viz. that a Govern- 
ment Custom-house shall be established at such a port, and 
that all trade shall be carried on through the Government. 
officials. 

A meeting has been held on the subject of the obtaining a 
grant of land for a race-course, and other recreative purposes, 
and resoliitions setting forth the necessity of such provision, 
the readiness of the community to pay for it, and for addresses. 
to the Consuls and the appointment of a committee to work 
details, were passed with great unanimity. Before separating, 
Mr. Markham, of Shanghai, addressed a few words complimen- 
tary of the community for their movement in the matter, and 
vu" Lclalf uf uo Ohenghai community promised a cup, value 
100 guineas, to be run for at the first mecting upon the new 
course, if obtained, which evidence of the kindly feeling of our 
Shanghai friends was, of course, received with loud applause. 


CHINA, 
SHANGHAI 

The English mail of July 10 had not arrived out. The 
dates are now down to August 21.

1,843.74 for balance of proceedsof” 
goods consigned to defendants—judgment was given for the 
plaintiffs by default. In the case of A. R Tilby and Co,, for 
master and owners of the Little Edith, versus Messrs. Smith, 
Kennedy, and Co, at the same Consulate,—claim for taels. 
2,573.49 for balance of freight on 650 tons coals shipped per 
said vessel from England to Shanghai, and interest at 1 per 
cent. per month from July Gth to date of payment—-the fole 
lowing was the judgment :— 

1. Defendants to pay plaintiffs at once £850 in approved bills on. 
England at 6 months’ sight, 

2 To allow one month's interest at 1 per cent, per month on the above: 
mentioned sum of £850.

By recent advices from Ningpo we learn the death of Colonel 
Reynolds, He was wounded when the besieging force were 
recently compelled to retire from before Hoochow. This repulse, 
we are informed, took place after the besiegers had received a 
reinforcement of one 32, two 24, and two 12-pounders, besides. 
two mortars and seven thousand men, despatched to their as- 
sistance from this province under the command of a high 
officer, 

The 15th Aug. having been the anniversary of the French 
national fete, the occasion was celebrated by races and games 
on the French bund, the firing of salutes, and a display of fire- 
works, The ships in the harbour dressed for the occasion, and 
presented a most gay and animated spectacle, The proceed- 
ings passed off without a single contretemps. 

- The native officials have beon kept busy during the past week 
by various anniversaries aud religious services, The 13th 
having been the birthday of the Emperor's mother, they rev 
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paired at 4 a.m.to the Wan Shou Kung (Palace of Immortality), 
to perform the three prostrations and nine knocks. On the 
14th, 16th, and 16th the Taotai and inferior officers visited 
three times each day Chén-hsiang-ko, the temple of the Goddess 
of Mercy, situated inside the old north gate, for the purpose of 
Begging the Lung Wang or Dragon King to grant rain. The 
slaughter of animals and the sale of meat during these days 
were forbidden, Tuesday, the 16th inst., being the 15th day 
of the 7th month, the Great Spirit Day, known as Yu-lan-shen- 
hhuei, was celebrated in the usual manner, by processiuns uf the 
gods, firing of gans and crackers and, salutation of ancestral 
tombs, while the 18th, having been the anniversary of a royal 
death, was kept as a day of mourning and retirement, no public 
business being carried on at the Yamens. 

Advices from Soochow extend to the 14th, but with the 
exception of a long and somewhat uninteresting list of pro- 
vincial appointments we note no items of importance. The old 
inhabitants are rapidly returning, and repairing the dilapidations 
eaused by the rebel occupation. 


‘ HANKOW. 

A correspondent at Hankow has sent us the following graphic 
account of the loss of the Chekiang, one of the S. S. N. Co.’s 
steamers. 

The night of Sunday, the 7th of August, will Jong be remembered in 
Hankow for a spectacle such as has never before been witnessed at the 
usually quiet river ports, and will, it is to be hoped, not be soon again 
seen. Those only who saw the burning of the Cortes in Shanghai can 
Tealise the scene ; and that conflagration, occurring as it did in open day- 
light, was far inferior as a display to its Hankow antitype. ‘Two steamers, 
the Moyune, belonging to Messrs. Fletcher and Co., and the Chekiang, 
owned by the Shanghai Steam Navigation Company, both vessels of over 
1,000 tons, left Kiukiang on Saturday morning, within three minutes of 
each other, for Hankow. They had raced up the whole way from 
Shanghai, having already been in collision on the bar offthe Wong-poo, 
just after leaving Shanghai, by w! 0 guards of cach were consder- 
ably damaged. ‘The Moyune arrived in Hankow at midnight on Saturday, 
beating the Chekiang by about forty-five minutes, The latter, as the 
Shanse, which was to leave Hankow at daylight on Sunday, was lying 
alongside the S.S.N. Co.'s wharf, anchored below the Concession, and on 
Sunday moved up to the berth vacated by the Shanse, and was moored to 
the wharf, The company's wharf consists of two large pontoons moored 
‘one below the other, alongside whieh the steamer lies. Just above and 
adjoining them is snchored Messrs. Olyphant and Co.’s hulk, which is 
alio used as a wharf, being connected with the shore by a flying 
Dridge. On Sunday, Messrs. Olyphant and Co.'s new steamer, the 
Kiukiang. lay alongside this hulk, moored to it; there being only a space 
of about 30 feet between the stern of the Chekiang and her atern, Below 
the Chekiang lay the Moyune at anchor; below her Messrs. Fletcher and 
‘Co.’s new twin screw steamer the Far East, loading teas for London ; lower 
down were Messts. G.Bamet and Co.'s steamer the Tunsin, Mesers.A. Heard 
and Co.'s Kiang: lung, andstill farther down the Englishand Frenchgunboats, 
Algerine and Rieu Ik being Sunday night, all the steamers, ex- 
cept the Chekiang which had had steam up during the day to move to the 
wharf, lay with their fires out and boilers blown off; and all with two an- 
chors down, necessary to hold them against the 6-knot current that raccs 
by Hankow. The house next below Messrs. Russell & Co.’s, the agents 
for the S.S.N. Co., is now occupied by the Custom-house, and off it 
are moored two small pontoons to which the various lighters are brought 
for inspection. On Sunday night, or rather on Monday morning, at 
about a quarter to two, one of the two European watchmen remarked to 
the other, standing on the lower of these pontoons, that they were an un- 
‘usual quantity of lights shining through the windows of the Chekiang. Be- 
fore they had time to reach the upper pontoon, the steamer broke out in one 
vast blaze, giving the captain and crew only time to jump from their 

the on the wharf, saving nothing whatever. Messrs. Olyphant and 
Co.'s hulk and the Kiukiang were to close that it was feared they must 
catch fire. Tbe Chekiang was at once cut away from the wharf, and 
aheered out into the river. A moderate breeze is blowing up the river 
against the tide, and .as she forges slowly away from the wharf, 
itis for a moment doubtful whether she will drift down on the Moyune 
with the tide, or up on the Kiukiang with the wind. After an inter- 
val, that seems an hour, of bresthless expectation, she begins to 
move slowly down the river, floating island of flame, her large funncl, 
gallows-frame and walking beam standing out idly through 
the fire, that runs up and down the hog-frames like a living creature. All 
this time the captain of the Moyuno is vigorously hailing the Far East to 
slip his cable, as he dare not slip his own for fear of drifting right athwart 
bawse of her. Now the Chekiang comes so near that he is obliged to go, 
‘and he drifts on to the buge iron ship that stands defiantly unmoring, and 
there hangs on across her bow till the Chekiang herself is brought up bi 
the Far East’s cables. Then the Moyune succeeds in getting clear, wit 
the loss of a small portion of her upperhouse. For nearly five minutes the 
Chekiang bangs on to the Far East. The view from below is now mag- 
nificent, The latter looks enveloped in fire like a spectral ship, her 
iron masts and yards and rigging standing untouched by the flames that 
Jick her bawse-holes and scuppers, vainly trying to force an entrance, and 
only succeeding in burning the paint from her iron sides. At length, 
finding her efforts fruitless, and aceing her former quarry gradually leaving 

, the Chekiang moves away from the Far East and again drifts dowa i 
chase of the Moyune. The latter is bending and setting her jib and fore- 
sail, which delay her slightly until the wind fills them, and it’ seems as if 
she is agai to be caught, when luckily they begin to draw, and she sheers 
gradually away into the middle of the river. Meanwhile the fire ship is

hich steam was never generated 20 quickly before. And calmly | 


through the flames the lamp at her mast-head and on her stern burns 
on, as though it were the steamer's soul unwilling to take wing. She 
drifts slowly down, her powder, which fortunately was loose, suddenly 
going off in one blaze: the Tunsin slips her cables and hauls into the 
bund; but foiled of the Moyune she passes by the other steamers, each of, 
which slips one cable and takes a sheer as she comes by, unharming. 
‘Twice as she floats down the river she grounds, again slides off, and at 
last settles quietly on the shore, 12 miles from Hankow, leaving only her 
stern and blackened machinery to recall one of the finest steamers on the 
river. Some treasure which she had on board was completely melted and 
found mixed up with ashes, almost unrecognisable. The origin of tha 
fire is still an open queation. While she lvae of oo vaiuable a vessel is to 
be deplored, it is little short of providential that she involved no other in 
her fate. 


The same journal, writingon the affairs of the Municipal 
Council, says :— 

“Tt must be a source of great satisfaction both to the Mu- 
nicipal Council and to the general body of land renters, that a 
financial scheme for the ensuing year has at length been de- 
finitely agreed on.

understvod. The first project involved au expenditure of Tls, 
457,000, and a taxation which should yield ‘Ils. 511,000; 
whereas the sccond only contemplates an outlay of Tis. 221,000, 
and a revenue 80 little exceeding this sum that only Tis. 900 
would remain in the hands of the Council at the end of the year, 
if their estimates turn out precisely and painfully correct. It was 
obvious that, with so trifling a theoretical balance, which might 
very well turn out to be a deficit, it was impracticable to carry oat 
the desired Municipal arrangements satisfactorily ; but rather 


than arnerience.a second time the annovares and tranhle of 
revising their scheme, the Council carefully adjusted their 


estimates to produce this result, and made the demand for 
power to levy the additional taxes to give them a working 
balance, a supplementary measure. The large exodus of Chinese 
which has taken place since the fall of Soochow and gradual 
restoration of peace throughout the province, has of course fur- 
nished one powerful motive for the great reduction from the first 
to the last estimates ; but the factious opposition of a few indi- 
viduals, who were evidently determined to be d's satisfied withevery 
thing, wassuficient to induce the Council to set down the lowest 
possible figures—lower than were necessary— in order to assure 
themselves of at length obtaining definite sanction to some 
settled scheme. By a judicious process of paring and whole- 
sale expunction, they accordingly arrived at the conclusion 
that it would be barely possible to carry on the municipal dutics 
with a revenue of tls. 221,000, and to have a balance of tls. 
900 at the closo of the year, provided every tax yielded the 
full amount calculated on; but they asked tls. i7,000 to bo 
raised by additional taxation, to enable them to do rather 
more than live from hand to mouth, and to commence @ reduc- 
tion of the debt.

“Baxéa.—The British barque Isle o'May, of London, which 
we reported in a former issue as having been found, by the 
authorities of Banca, abandoned ona reef in the Straits of 
Lepar, has been got off and brought into the roads of Toboali, 
where she now lies to be claimed by parties concerned. 
The Java Times remarks :—“ This is another inatance of the 
little trouble taken by some British shipmasters to act for the 
i@terest of underwriters in cases of shipwreck, and it would be 
well if insurance companies would inquire better into the 
character of the parties in charge of the ships on which they 
take risks before doing so. Wedo uot wish, by any means, 
to insinuate that the master of the Jsleo'May neglected his 
duty in this case, as we are unacquainted with what may have 
been done by him to save his ship, but we must be allowed to 
infer from the fact that the ship has been got off that she 
might as well have beon got off by those on board as by the 
authorities at Tomboali.” 

Macassar.—According to telegraphic despatches received 
via Sourabaya, the greatest portion of the inhabitants of Binamoe 
revolted on the 4th. Of the patrol sent out, four native 
soldiers wera killed and two mortally wounded, one of whom 
died soon after. A native clerk and a policeman were murdered. 
The barracks at Djeneponto were afterwards attacked. We 
had no losses, but the enemy's killed is reported to have been 
fifty or sixty, with a large number of wounded. Reinforce- 
ments were immediately sent from Macassar, but the revolt 
was already suppressed before their arrival. The troops, 
therefore, returned to Macassar on the 14th. 

Captain D. Moss, of the British barque Borderes, has written 
to the harbour-master of this port to inform him of his dis- 
covery of a reef between the island of Boero and the Boeton 
passage in lat. 4°. 19’ 8, and lon. 124°. 42/ E. 

The loss of the Japonica was noticed in the London and China 
Telegraph of the 28th September. Further particulars have 
now been received :—On the morning of the 30th July the 
English schooner Japonica, 211 tons, Capt. J. Lindsay, left this 
place for Macao with a cargo of tripang, green peas, rattans, 
hides, and ebony, valued at about 140,000f, At five P.m. the 
northernmost of the Three Brothers bore S.E, 4 E. about 
eight miles, course W.W.S.W.4 8S, and W.. with which it 
was expected to clear Pulo Dewaken, a fresh breeze blowing at 
the time. A strong southerly current, however, carried the 
ship upon a reef at midnight, and at daylight it was found 
that she had struck én the reef east of Pulo Dewaken, The 
night had been dark and misty, so that nothing could be seen 
of the island which is otherwise visible at about two English 
miles. Tho high sea running bad thrown the ship high upon 
the reef, and ere long there were three to four feet of water 
in her hold, so that no hopes were left of saving her, though 
everything was tried to get her off. . The captain arrived here 
yesterday afternoon (August 3) to report his loss and to pro- 
gure assistance from tke authorities. The Government cruiser 
No. 55 was immediately sent to her assistance and to protect her 
from pirates. Captain Lindsay returned to his ship with the 
cruiser, The Jayonica and her cargo have been sold by auction 
for about 20,000, 

CeLEBEs.—At Jeneponto the Bugis inhabitants had taken up 
arms to resist a requisition upon them to construct a road. 
‘Troops were sent to the spot, and after some days the revolt 
Was suppressed, although not without bloodshed, some 40 or 
50 of the Bugis being killed and wounded.

The Singapore Free Press again complains of the conduct 
of the Dutch authorities as injurious to the interests of 
British commerce. It remarks, on the trade with Celebes :— 

“A report bas reached us that in the Bugis countries that have been 
annexed by the Dutch Government within the last few years, goods 
Brought from Singapore are made to pay 24 per cent. duty, while similar 
articles imported from Java or other Netherlands Todia possessions on! 
pay, half if so much. Ifthis should turn out to be correct, it will 








afford the best argument that could be used in support of the complaints 
made by the merchants of the Straits against the occupation of 
the ports on the east coast of Sumatra by the Dutch, as we 


may expect to find them pursing a similar line of policy these, 
with the object of driving the trade to their own ports. This is 
all very well on the part of our neighbours, but it is very improper 


in our Government to look idly on and see our trade injured in £0 
many different directions. The non-arrival of prabus from the Bugis porrt 
last season was ascribed to the early eetting in of the northerly monssoon 
but if this Jenort about the imposition of differential duties should tum 
out to be well founded, we suspect the absence of our Bugis friends is 
likely to be permanent. The loss will not bea light one, as may be 
judged from what the Govemor says in his Annual Report for 1863-4 :— 
‘* It is estimated that in consequence of the few arrivals from the Celebes 
during the past year, the import and export trade has suffered to the extent 
of upwards of ten lakhs of rupees.”

CHINA EXPORTS. 


Tea.—Cantow.—Eight more chops of new Congous have arrived, 
two of which have been taken at previous rates. Tayshaans have been 
taken to a small extent at prices last quoted. Oolongs have been in re- 
quest for shipment to New York. Scented Teas of Bue quality are scarce, 
aud have advanced, whilst the common kinds have receded. Canton 
Gunpowders of fine quality are scarce, and wanted at an advance. The 
medium and common kinds are as before. 

SHANGHAI.— Black : A considerable business was transacted during the 
early part of the fortaight, at rates equal to previous quotations, but when 
the exchange openedat 6s. 8d., holders refused to sell, unlessathigher prices. 
The market is now quiet, but the last few settlements have been at a further 
advance of one tael. There are no fine Teas on offer, and the stock is 
almost entirely composed of medium and common second crop Oonahms 
and Oopacks. The settlements of the fortnight are reported at 12,600ch. 
Oopacks, Oonabms, Ningchows, Hohows, and Flowery Pekoes, whilst there 
have been transhipped on owners’ account 30,300ch., making the total for 
the fortnight 43,000 chests, the total for the season to date being 192,700ch, 
‘The stock for sale and transhipment is61 chops. ‘The quotations are :—

COMMERCIAL POSTSCRIPT. 

The Commercial Bank of India and the East has declared a dividend for 
the six months ending the 30th of June last, at thejrate of 12per cent., with a 
bonus of 3 per cent., making 18 per cent. per annum, carrying the sum 
of £22,500 to the reserve fund.

The Min's 
cargo was put forward yesterday, and many sales made, ranging from 
Is. 94., to up to Ss. 2d. per Ib., the great bulk, however, being from 2s, to 

‘Sd, per Ib, Some small shipping business has been done 
in Congous at 9d. for broken, and Is. per ¥b. for leafy ; also 
Is. Id. for good bold Amoy kind. ‘The flarory sorts now attract 
very little attention, up to Is. 6d. per Ib. and beyond that 
there are few offering. Of new eeason’s, ex Robin Hood, Young Lochin- 
‘var and Min, some have been svld at 1s. 9d. ; but the bulk of the sales 
have been from Is. 11d. to 2s, Sd. per !b., aud some few up to 2s, &d., 
and Pak Ling at 3s. 2d. per Ib. Low black leaf kinds are heavy at 
‘1d., and the better descriptions at from Is. 4d. to Is 9d. are dull of 
sale. Of fine none have been put forard since the Sea King, and her 
cargo goes off but slowly, as buyers generally hold out for lower rates. Of 
Scented Teas the few new parcels have gone uff well, but old stock is 
dificult to move. New Oolongs have been taken at Is, 8d. to 2s, 3d., 
but these latter are not very fine. Of true Grecns there has not been much 
assortment, and the business cione has been very small, The Indian auc- 
tions took place on the 11th, when of 2,156 packages printed, 325 were 
withdrawn, all the remainder being sold. ‘The Assam Company's went 
off briskly at extreme rates, and those of private growths slowly, at about 
previous prices. For the next sales of China teas, catalogues are at pre- 
sent out for 18,774 packages, and of there upwards of 18,000 are printed 
“without reserve.” The United Kingdom Stock was on the 30th ultimo, 
84,500,000 Ibs., against 80,000,000 Ibs. on the 30th September, 1863.

Tus Dietunpances in Eastgan Caina.—Some time back, says 
the Invalide Russe, we announced the invasion of several towns in the 
the part of the world we have just mentioned. The following are some 
details concerning the country alluded to:—Rashcan, or Turkestan, 
known also by the name of the province Hiss, is bordered on the north 
by the mountains of Tian-Chanoum, on the west by Mount Bolor, and 
on the south by the mountains of Konim-Lunom. The Desert Gobi 
forms its Oriental frontier. This country presents the aspect of a sandy 
steppe watered by a number of rivers falling from the chains of mountains 
just nemed, and which nearly all get lost in the sands, with the exception 
‘of those which form the river Tarin-Gala, coming from Lob Nor, or the 
Sea of Stars. The country produces wine, cotton, grass, and pot-herbs ; 
but, on account of its natural barrenness, and constant dryness, it can 
only be fertilised by artificial means. The mineral riches which are 
Lnown consist of sulphur, saltpetre, alum, jasper, &c., and the mountains 
contain copper and gold. The ‘population, of Turkish origin, numbers 
about 600,000 souls, concentrated in the towns of Kashkar, Outchourfou, 
‘Aksar, Jarneut, and in the neighbouring villages industry is litde 
developed, and commerce is in the hands of foreigners, who form a 
unmerous and influential class in Kashkar, and who are principally o 
Khokan origin. The staple article is tea, brought from China, which i 
exchanged for cattle coming from the steppes. ‘There are also to be seen 
» the markets some products of Russian manufacture, such as cloth, 
inen, and metal tools. The inhabitants profess Islamism, which was 
introduced into the country about the fourteenth century by a self-styled 
successor of Mahomet, named Hadgi, only the new religion very litle 
changed the primitive customs, as the women of Kashkar enjoy entire 
liberty. About the middle of the eighteenth century, Kasckaria and 
Djoungaria were conquered by the Chinese, and the Hadgi rotreated to 
Khohn ; a few of these representatives of Islamism contrived to remain 
in the country and exercise a great political and religious influence 
‘over the populations which detest the yoke of the Chinese, and consider 
the Hadgis as their rightful masters. The Chinese sent an army of 
15,000 men to occupy the country, but, not interfering with the ad- 

















en able to remain there long but for the rivalry of two parties, 
ide the country, and are known by the denominations of Black 
The Khokans have gained no less 
influence than the Chinese by supporting the Hadgis, They have been 
the instigators of the rebellions against the authority of the Chinese, 
The first rebellion took place in 1826, and terminated by the expulsion of 
the Chinese, who, however, soon returned with fresh forces, taken from 
the interior of the empire, and frightened the populations by cruel 
punishments. , They perceived that the Khokans were the real authors of 
the insurrection, and tried to make them leave the country, but the latter 
succeeded in maintaining their former position, and even, in 1880, forced 
the Chinese to conclud: a treaty, which conceded to them the right of 
commerce, and even a considerable share in the government. Two 
other rebellious took place, in 1847 and 1837, under the direction of 
Hadgi-Vali-Khan-Thuré, who was at last abandoned on account of his 
ferocity,-and obliged (o fly, notwithstanding the victories he had gained. 
It was during the reiga of this terrible chief that a Europ-an, by the 
name of Schlogentweit, attempted to visit these countries, but his audacity 
cost him dear - he was hanged. 

Cotontat Sraristics.—The Colonial Blue-book for 1862 hes only 
been issued recently from the Colonial-office. |The volume iucludes, 
perhaps, by an oversight of the censor, a deapatch from the Governor of 
Quecnsiand, in which that functionary etates that having observed that the 
official reports from the Australian and American colonies are not published 
in London till they are eighteen months old, and thinking that they then 
Inok very like “an old almanack” he determined to put in force that part 
of the Queen's Colonial Regulations (chapter vii., section 4) which pro- 
vides for the stoppage of the salary of any public officer who may nezlect 
to furnish the returns during the first quarter of the year. The consequence 
was that the statistics were ready in good time, and the Queensland report 
‘on 1862 was despatched to London in May, 1863; and the Governor 
“ventures to submit” that the reports from all the colonies would 
be transmitted as soon if the Colonial-oftice would press the observance 
of the Queen's regulation, But Governor-General 3ii F. Bowen be- 
stirred himself in vain. His report of May 12, 1863, issued from tho 
Colonial-office in the autumn, not of 1863, but of 1864. We may venture 
to submit that as long as colonial governors know that they may take their 
time, they will put off a duty that involves some thought and gives some 
trouble, and, perhaps, at last send such a letter as one which appears in 
the present volume, written by a North American lieutenant-zovernor, who 
has to say: “I have unfortunately too long delayed the transmission of 
the report (for 1862), and now (iti 1864) am unable to devote to its pre- 
paration that time and care which the subject demands.” 

News From Pektvc.—The date of this letter is incorrect, as the mails 
with dates to August 21, is only in to-day. _ Perhaps the whole thing is 
in advance of the facts. The Moniteur de Armee has received a letter 
from ile private correspondent at Shanghai of the 25th of August which 
states that the Court of Peking has appointed the Mandarin Konan, 
Governor of Nanking. It is said that he is well disposed to Europeans, 
and well versed in all matters relating to commerce and navigation, 
Taipings experienced a serious loss by the capture of their capital, but 
they are not entirely destroyed. ‘They are endeavouring to collect their 
forces in the provinces of Nyang-ret and of Kiang si. Ono of their 
armies, commanded by the lieutenant of Chau-Omang, defeated a 
numerous division of the Imperial army in a pitched battle on the 3rd of 
‘August, ‘The Peking Goverament has consequently seen that it cannot dis- 
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ba-.d its army, and it basrequested that the Franco-Chinese corps shall con- 
tinue to -erve. An arrangement bad nearly been concluded for that pur 
pose, and Lieutenant Aiguebelle, of the French navy, who commands 
that corps, had arrived at Shanghai to engage a number of European 
‘officers and non-commissioned officers, and to procure supplies. He has 
proposed to conclude contracts for that purpose for two years. Flying 
corps are moreover about to be formed in the Imperial army, which will 
scour the provinces traversed by the Yang-Tze-Kiang, to prevent any 
rebel bands being organized there. 

Propucts anD Taape or PRRv.—Mr. Cocks, the British Acting 
Consul, states in his report this year:—The province of Loreto, in the 
north of Peru, is eo extensive that it almost equ in surface all the rest 
‘of the departments put together. It produces the plantain, serving instead 
of bread, of which there is none. The sugar cane grows with the greatest 
luxuriance, and it is sufficient to plant it once to have constant yields 
from the roots. Coca yields six crops a year. TI plant deserving 
‘to be more generally known on account of its extraordinary qualities. A 
Peruvian will endure the severest labour while chewing its leaves, and 

* accompany a horse or mule for days together up hill and down, and 
through the deepest sand, with scarcely any other refreshment than chew- 
‘ing coca. Its effects are said to be truly surprising. Tea or a decoction 
of the leaves of this plant is a most wholesome, refreshing, and agreeable 
beverage. Tobacco is cultivated the whole length of the Hullog:., and 
yields magnificent crops, part of which is exported to Brazil. Cotton 
Brows almost’ spontaneously in the neighbourhood of the houses, and 

* serves the inhabitants ; gray shirting is an article of exchange in this 
rovince. | Coffee grows with extraordinary luxuriance, the branches being 
orne down with the weight of the numerous berries. | The population of 

the province of Loreto, counting all the Indians re juced or submitted to 
the Government, is about 50,000, and there are 30,000 or 40,00v savages. 
ts commerce is yet in its infancy; the exports are almost wholly by the 

Amazon, the imports chiefly from the Pacific ports, owing to Brazilian im- 

port duties. In Moyobamba, the capital of Loreto, more than 3,000 women 

‘are occupied in spinning cotton, the clews or balls of which are current 

money.’ The Amazon, the Ucayali, and the Pachitea are navigable for 

a great distance. So stupendous is the mass of water which the monarch 

of rivers bears to the Atlantic Ocean that it exceeds that of eight great 
rivers of Asia, put together—namely, the Euphrates, Indus, Ganges, Oby 

Lena, Amur, Yellow River, and ihe Yang-tse in China. So deep is it, 












at least in its upper part, that no bottom has been found at a depth of 721 
volumes 





feet. “Its declivity is so imperceptible and slow that were not it 
of water so powerful, it would with difficulty flow. Scarcely is 
in the space of 200 leagues 104 feet—that is to say, 1-27th of an i 
1,000 feet. From the Atlantic, as far as Jaen de Bricamoros 
deg. 30 min, and longitude 75 deg. 40 min. west of Pa 
cataracts or currents which impede navigation, At that place 
is 1,240 feet above the level at Para. The affuents of the Amazon form 
among themselves tens of thousands of leagues of navizable rivers, an 
immense net covering more than two-thirds of South America. 

Cuancss at a Sr. Peterssurc ResTavRant.—A curious inter- 
national case has just been decided by the Civil Court of the Seine. 
‘The plaintiff, onc Vavasscur, is a Frenchmaan, settled at St. Petersburg, 
where he keeps the well-known restaurant Devaux; the defendant is a 

oung Russian named Bazylewaki, who had not only run up extravagant 
bite at his house, but borrowed money to the extent of £600 or £700. 
Bazylewski came to Paris, forgetting all about a bill of exchange ke had 
given to Vavasseur, who quietly transferred the bill, and had his Russian 
client lodged in Clichy. The detendant admitted having borrowed 
money, bul demurred to the “ little account for suppers, &c.” From M. 
Vavasseur's books, which were priduced, it would appear that a dinner at 
Devaux's must be rather expensive. I subjoin a few items :—Supper 
and brea 470f. 40c.; 1Gth, supper for sixteen persons, with br 
age 1,986f.; 19th, supper for fourteen persons, wines, and breakage, 
1,092f. 8c. ; July 7th, breakfast and breakaze, 840f. ; 15th, supper for 
twelve persons, 1,011f. 20c. ‘ihe counsel for the defendant denounced 
these charges as an enormous imposition, and the Tribunal seemed to 
entertain the same opinion, for it declared that the plaintiff had not made 
good his additional claim, and gave a judgment condemning the defen d- 
ant to pay the sum of 17,1407. ouly, at the same time fixing the term of 
imprisonment at eighteen months, in case of non-payment. I may add, 
that this Russian Lucullus is only twenty-two. It did not appear that he 
had been sued at home. 

Tue “Royat ALrnep.”—In the launch of this frigate, which took

Lord Clyde isa wooden ship, but plated compl +tely round from stem to 
stern above her water-hne with plates of enormous size and thickness 
Hitherto all our vessels of war have been built with the great heavy 
rounded stem above the water, while every portion of the bow below the 
water hag heen sloped away, the consequence of which, as may be readily 
unierstuod, is that a'l ships built on that principle plunge about in any- 
thing like'a sea—a defect nowhere more observable than in the Warrior 
and others of the iron-clad fleet. In addition to this protruding bow, 
which isto be armed with a powerful cleaver-shaped steel weapon for 
cutting down any hostite ship, the designer of the Lord Clyde has carried 












the bow considerably beyond the uoper deck, and this will be encased in 
armour throughout in order to contain a battery of four of the heaviest 
guns for Gring right ahead. ‘ 

Tue ANGLO-INpDIAN, CHINA, AND AusTRALian TeLecrara.—Sir 
Charles Bright, in‘a letter to The Times, states that in a few weeks will 
be completed another route from England to India, through Russia, by 
way of Tiflis to Teheran, thence to Ispahan, and Shiraz, and joining the 
Persian Gulf cable at Bushire. The Indian telegraphs are now advanced 
eastwards as far as Rangoon, and the routes thence to China and to 
‘Australia, by way of Singapore, Java, and Timor, are almost entirely in 
comparatively shallow water, so far as the submarine of the line is 
concemed, and do not otherwise offer any difficulty which should prevent 
our having daily telegrams from Hong Kong, Melbourne, Sydney, Adelaide, 
and Brisbane, within three years from this day. 

Tue Russtan Tececaarn Line.—The first working party connected 
with Captain Buckley's great expedition for the construction of the 
Russian and Anerican Telegraph line left New York on the steamer 
Golden Rule for San Francisco, via Nicaragua. The party consists of 
Mr. Conway, telegraphic engineer, and a number of assistants, who, under 
the directions of Captain Buckley, will proceed to various points in 
British Columbia to make the necessary surveys preparatory to more active 
operations next spring. 

‘Tux Staats Mititany Question.—The Army and Nary Gazette 
says :—‘It is said that two more native corps are to be struck off the 
strength of the Madras establishment, as the Straits will hereafter be gar- 
risoned by Europeans.” We may add, what is the meaning of this? Gar- 
rison the Straits with Europeans at the expense of the Straits revenues 1 
The thing is monstrous. The leaders of the “* Straits Transfer” must 
not allow the change without protest. In any case they can obtain the 


same compromise that has been decided for Hong Kong, viz., pay one 
fifth of the cost of the garrison. 


Tue Taoorsutr Taman” For Cuina.—The Tamar screw troop- 
ship, Capt. Stirling, sailed from Portsmouth on the 15th inst. on a long 
period of foreign troop service. This will coraprise the transport of the 
86th Regiment from Ireland to Gibraltar; the Qad battalion of the 9th 
Regiment from Gibraltar to China; the 67th Regiment from China to 
the Cape of Good Hope ; the 2nd battalion of the. 1th Regiment from the 
Cape to China; and, should her services then not be required other- 
wise, the conveyance of the 99th Regiment from China to England. 


Recertion or EnctisH Votunteers at Brussets.—The Inde- 
pendext Belge thus describes the hearty reception given to the English 
volunteers who had crossed over to take part in the Brussels fetes :—" At 
10 in the morning a battalion of the chasseurs-eclaireurs, accompanied by 
their band, and bearing with them the old colours of 1830, repaired to 
the Northern Station, where they awaited the arrival of the riflemen and 
the chasseurs-eclaireura, who were to come from Antwerp, Bruges, 
Ghent, Liege, Louvain, and Tourain. After a short welcome. the 
column, increased by these new elements, re-formed, the riflemen, divided 
into companies, taking their place immediately behind the standard- 
beavers, and provceded to the Hotel de Ville. Here the riflemen and 
the captains of the different detatchments were received by M. Anspach, 
the burgomaster, who addressed the English volunteers in a speech ‘of 
welcome, the effect of which was the greater as it was spoken in their own 
language. This reception over, the column marched on to the Salle 
d'Orient, where a dejeuner of 400 covers had been prepared, under the 
superintendence of the Brussels chasseurs. ‘The room, decorated afresh, 
‘and entirely transformed, presented an admirable coup dail. At the lower 
end the bust of the King and the portrait of the Queen of Eng:and, 
surrounded with garlands and green, showed the _ international 
character of the solemnity; whilst the British and Belgian flags 
crossed served to give the fete a patriotic significance. At the 
moment the riflemen entered the band of the chasseurs struck up 
“God Save:the Queen." The dgeuner passed in an atmosphere of 
fraternity and enthusiasm. Major de |'Eau, the commander of the chas- 
seurs-eciaireurs of Brusszls, made an eloquent speech to the guests, both 
native and foreign, and expressed the pleasure which this fraternal meeting 
gave him—a pleasure increased still more by the presence of the repre- 
sentatives of a nation whose institutions were so closely allied with those 
He further remarked on what Belzium owed to England— 
the initiative.in the practice of constitutional liberty—and on the feeling 
of admiration which that patriotic elan whence sprang the volunteer move- 
ment had excited throughout Europe. M. de I'Eau concluded by pro- 
posing the health of England and her Queen, which loyal toast was drunk 
with enthusiasm. ‘The captain of the riflemen returned thaaks, proposing 
in his turn the health of King Leopold and Belgium, a toast which gave 
rise to fresh storms of shoutsand hurrahs. Other toasts succeeded, and 
at last—some English ladies haviaz accompanied their husbands to this 
fete—a lieutenant of the Brussels Charseurs proposed the health of the 
ladies, conforming thus to an English custom, the observance of which 
appeared greatly to please our guests. One of the ladies present, en- 
couraged by her husband, a Volunteer officer, responded with a charming 
grace, heightened by a little natural timidity.’ The banquet finished, the 
chasseurs and riflemen re-formed, and marched off to where the national 
shooting was to take place. Before separating from their new friends, 
the chasseurs received an assurance from them that, next year, the British 
contingent should be much stronger, and that they would not forget -in 
London the spontaneous feeling of brotherhood exhibited by Brussels. 
May this promise be realised.” i

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MELANCHOLY DEATH OF MR. GIBBS. 


+ On Monday night the 10th inst. Mr. W. Carter, the coroner for Surrey, 
held a lengthened inquiry at the Wheatsheaf Tavern, Upper Tooting, on 
the body of Mr. Ricl bbs, aged 74, for upwards of half a century 
one of the largest tea brokers and merchants, in the city of London, who 
met with his death under the following melancholy circumstances. 

Mr. Bonner appeared to watch the proceedings for the relatives of the 
deceased. The Mleceased gentleman was highly esteemed, and both in 
the city and in the neighbourhood of his residence, Elmwood, Tooting, 
he was most charitatle to the poor. .The jury, which was composed of 
the gentry of the district, having viewed the, body of the lamented gen- 
tleman, which lay at the mansion, and the cistern into which he had 
fallen and perished, the following evidence was taken :— 

Barton said: I was in the service of the late Mr. Gibbs, at Elm- 
wood.’ It was my usual custom every morning to take water into his bed- 
room for him to use, I did so on Friday morning at half-past seven 
o'clock. I expected to see him in the room. He was not there, and I 
thought he had gone to the closet. Mrs. Gibbs was in bed, and she asked 
me what I was going to give Mr. Gibbs for his breakfast. 1 put the jug 
of water down and left the room. 1 came up again at a quarter-past 
eight with his tea to his bedroom, as it was my custom todo. 1 found 
that he had not returned to the room. My mistress became alarmed, and 
flew out of bed, and we commenced to search for him. We tried all the 
doors and found them right. A feilow-servant called my attention to a 

ing door of a small apartment which contains a’ tank, on the second 
ight of stairs in the house. I was surprised to see the door open, and on 
looking up I saw my master’s feet on the edge of the cistern. I knew it 
was his feet by his stockings. I screamed out that my master was in the 
cistern, and the footman and other assistance came, and he was got out. 
He was lying with his face downwards in the tank. He only had on his 
nightshirt, flannel drawers, and dressing-gown, and his clothes were wet. 
He was quite dead. 

Coroner: Can you secount for his being found in the cistern 2—Wit- 
ness: No, I cannot ; except that he went to the water-closet and found 
that water would not flow through the valve, he might have gone to the 
cistern and endeavoured to remedy the defect, and by so doing over- 
balanced himself and fallen in. I have known him do that some short 
time ago. He could easily have got up from the stairs to the framework 
which sppeety the tank, “ The top of the tank is about 24ft. from the 
stair, and the depth inside is 5ft. I don't think anyone pul him there, 
and I think it very improbable that he intended to throw himself in. 
last saw him alive at half-past ten on the previous evening, and he was 
cheerful and happy.

Her Majesty's soiling frigate Amethyst, 26, attached to the reserve at 
Chatham, which has been lent by the Admiralty to the Atlantic Telegraph . 
Company to receive on board the Atlantic telegraph cable, for conveyauce 
to the Great Eastern steamship, in the Medway, left Chatham harbour, in 
tow of a private steamer, and without an Admiralty pilot, for the works o 
the company at Greenwich, ‘There the first portion of the cable will be 
shipped, and conveyed to the Great Eastern. The cousequence of allow- 
ing one of Her Majesty’s ships to leave Chatham without the customary 
Quven’s pilot on board, was that soon alter the vessel had got clear of the 
harbour those in charge of her ran her ashore on one of the numerous 
shoals at Gillingham Reach, at the entrance tothe harbour. Noone in 
charge seemed to be aware of the intricacies of the navigation of the 
river at that spot, although these are perfectly familiar to the duly 
authorised Government pilots accustomed to the navigation of ships of war 
to and from Chatham. All attempts to tug the vessel off the bank on 
which she had grounded proved fruitiess, and with astrong ebb tide under. 
the bottom she soon settled down, straining herself, it is believed, very 
severely. At flood tide in the evening she was floated off, but theextent of the 
injury she has sustained, which, it is hoped, is not serious, cannot be fully 
ascertained until the frigate shall have been docked. The explanation 
given by the dockyard officials is that the vessel, having been handed over 
for temporary use to the ‘Ielegraph Company, they had virtually no fure 
ther control over her subsequent movements.

CONSULAR REPORIS. 


The following reports have been received at the Foreign-office 
via Peking. In publishing the reports from Japan about two 
months since we noticed the absence of those from China, aud 
it is now accounted for by their having gono to Peking for 
transmission to England. This appears to us a very unneces- 
sary delay. It is of course quite proper that our Ambassador 
should be informed on all matters, but a copy of the report 


forwarded to the Embassy while the originals are on their way 
to England would be moro rativual, Wo are not rabid anti- 
redtapists, aaa great deal is necessary to keep things from 
ruruing counter, but we do not see that any risk ,can be run 
in this case. The first report we have to notice is from the 
senior Consul, D. B. Robertson, Esq., Canton, and considering 
that he is at a port which is very generally considered to have 
outlived its trade, we think a very fair statement is made out. 
Me, Robertson thus promises the report of trade :— 


THE FOREIGN TRADE AT CANTON. 
‘These returns, like those of the preceding year, have been compiled 
from the Custom-house reports, and in so far may be considered as correct ; 
but they must not be assumed as representing the actual trade of this 
portion of the Chinese Empire, from the fact that a very large business 
in foreign manufactures and opium is done at the British colony of Hong 
Kong, and the goods and produce there purchased are conveyed chiefly 
down the coast, and being landed at the numerous towns, or carried up 
the rivers, find their way into the interior in all directions. To obtain, 
therefore, a true estimate of the amount and value of foreign trade with this 
part of China would require returns from all these various places, which 
3s simply impossible. The position may be shown in a very few words. 
On a coast line of nearly 700 miles, studded with bays, harbours, cities, 
and towns, and with rivers, such as that called the West River, penetrating 
far into the interior, there is one treaty port, Canton, and an open and 
free mart, the colony of Hong Kong. It is but reasonable, therefore, 
that if Chinese traders can purchase goods at Hong Kong, and land them 
‘on the coast, they will not pass them through the foreign Cusiom-house 
at Canton, but will ship them direct to their destination. The same may 
be said with regard to exports from these places. Hence it follows that 
no estimate can be formed of the foreign trade in this part of China from 
the published Canton Custom-house returns, for they represent a local 
trade only. A comparison of the returns of the past with the preceding 
year will show a decrease generally in the trade of the port but by no 
means to the extent anticipated. 














TMPORTS. 

‘The total value in sterling for the year 1863 is estimated at £2,981,354 
against £2,412,515 in 1802, showing a decrease amounting to the sum of 
£131,161 in the past year's trade. As regards the causes of this decrease, 
the falling off must be attributed as much to failure in supply as to failure 
in demand, the rise in piece goods, owing to the American supply of raw 
cotton ceasing, having brought the foreign into competition with the native 
Manufactures, and as the Chinese preter the latter, from being heavier 
and of more lasting qualities, they abandon the former the moment its

It will be seen that the balance is in favour generally for 1863, and this 
arises from the fact that woo! has not been subjected to the fluctuations of 
raw cotton, or deficiency in supply, and therefore, if anything, there has 
been an improvement, and not a deficiency, in this branch of the import 
trade. The result of these comparizons tends to show that the decrease in 
the value of the import trade of 1863, namely, £181,161, is owing as 
much to forcign as to native influences; and that, under such circum- 
stances, the past two or three years will afford no criterion of the capa 
bilities of Canton as a mart for foreign manufactures. The impo.t of 
opium in 1863, as compared with 1862, differs in amount but little. The 
temptation to smuggle so valuable an article, and the facilities the coast 
affords for that purpose are so great that in all probability what passes 
through the Canton Custom-house is for local consumption only, and so 
it will be until the Chinese authorities establish a preventive service. 
EXPORTS. 

‘The value of the export trade may be taken at £3,862,099, against 
£4,060,746 in 1862, showing a decrease of £198,707. This may chieHy be 
attributed to the short supplies of teas, the export of 1863 being less than 
in 1862 by at least 7,418,890Ib.; but less though it be, it is more than 
was anticipated, the opinion being at the close of season that little or 
no teas would come again to Canton. But notwithstanding this, not only 
did they come down, but the teamen held out for high rates, and genes 
rally obtained them. As regards silk, the export of the two years, 
1862-63, is much on a par. Ofa trade stationary as this is there is little to 
be said. Hong Kong is, doubtless, a formidable rival to Canton, because, 
as before observed, it is a free port, and a depot for the neighbouring 
coast of China; but Hong Kong produces nothing and consumes nothing, 
and it is to the interior provinces we must look for both. At present the 
disordered state of the empire paralyses its capabilities, and the necessity 
of raising a revenue to meet its war expenditure presses heavily on the 
people; but it is to be hoped, and, indeed, there is every prospect of an 
improvement in this state of affairs, and with internal peace will come a 
development of those mercantile energies which are now only in 
abeyance and not extinguished. For, seeing that the province of 
Kwan-tung alone comprises an area of seventy-nine thousand four 
hundred and fifty-six square miles, with a population of about twenty 
millions; the adjuining one of Kwang-si, seventy-eight thousand two hun- 
dred and fifty square miles, with a population of above eight millions ; 
Sze-chum, bordering on the latter, one hundred and sixty-six thousand 
eight hundred square miles, and a population of twenty-two millions ; and 
Hu-nan, immediately adjoining that of Kwang-tung, seventy-four thousand 
three hundred and twenty square miles, with a population of nineteen 
millions, showing a total of three hundred and ninety-eight thousand eight 
and twenty-six square miles, and a population of sixty-nine mil 
lions of inhabitants, it may be safely assumed that our trade with these 
atone, independent of the other portions of this vast empire, is as yet un- 
developed, and their capabilities of production and consumption unknown, 
Iris true that the ports of Hankow and Foo-Chow have withdrawn from 
that of Canton the chief trade in teas, and on the other hand foreign events 
have swept away from it the great trade in raw cotton which formerly 
existed; but Canton has seen its worst, and what it is this year it will 
probably be next, neither better nor worse, unless peace in the west and 

eace in the empire follow, and then indeed there isa hopeful future before 
it, rich in promises and certain in results.—D. B. Rowertson, Her 
Britannic Majesty's Coneul.

The tabular statement of shipping shows that 110 British vessels arrived 
at Canton, chiely from Hong Kong, of an aggrezate tonnage of 48.215 
tons, and the departures consisted of 25 vessels of 15,244 tons to Great 
Britain, and 62 to Kong Kong, &c., of 32,239 tons. The arrivals from 
the ports in China, Manila, &c., consisted of 117 vessels of 49.960 tons, 
and the departures 113, of 60,402 tons. The total number of British and 
foreign vessels entered inwards from all ports was 867, of 300,520 tons, and 
the same number cleared out.

SHIPPING AND NAVIGATION. 

The year opened with favourable prospects for river steamers of @ 
desirable class, there being few such vessels running at the time, and cargo 
offering freely. The rate of freight to Shanghai, during January and 
February, ranged from 7 taels to 9 tacls per ton of 40 cubic feet, but 
during March, in consequence of lighter shipments, it fell to4 tacls. After 
that period, steamers of large carrying capacity were continually arriving 
from America, and these additions to the tonnage on the river led to farther 


reduction in rates. Accordingly. during the closing months of the year 
the rate varied from 2 tacls to 2$ taels and 3 taols per ton, ‘The preference 
for vessels built after the model of American river steamers is still mani- 
fested. The peculiar fitness of these boats for river work, to which

model. ‘The tonnage of British’ and American vemels which arrived at 
Kiukiang during the year 1863, amounted to 348,347 tons. There were 
‘also a few natire-built boats under the French flag. 


EXPORTS. 

Txa.—The ity of black tea exported daring the year 1963, con- 
siderably that of the previous year. This increase does not arise 
from the growth of larger crops, but from the diversion from Hankow of 
teas grown in districts more easly accessible from this port. When the 
river was first opened to trade, the teas were sent to Hankow, because a 

ter number of foreign buyers were at that place, and in consequence 
it presented a larger market to the native dealers. The increase of resi- 
dent merchants in Kuikiang has in turn attracted the teas to their 
natural port. It may reasonably be expected, that the Ninchow teas, 
for instance, will ‘hereafter almost invariably find their way to Kuikiang, 
‘as also some of the tea which, though grown in the provines of Hoopek 
‘(Oopak), is produced in distcts easily accessible from this port. ‘The 

of green tea is smaller this season (1863-64) than last. ‘This result 
is attributable in part to unfavourable wheather during the packing season, 
but mainly to inroads of rebels from cities around Nanking into the 
‘Hwng-chow (Fychow) tea districts, which led to the destruction of a large 
quantity of leaf, and, in some instances, to the abandonment of extensive 
tracts covered with trees, until it was too late to pack the tea for this season. 
Compared with the tea season June, 1862, to June, 1863, it is expected 
that the season ended June, 1864, will shown a falling off, and this expec- 
tation has tended to raise prices; on the other hand, the export of the 
‘Year, ending Slst December, 1863, exceeds that of 1862.

Last year (1862) there were no foreigners engaged in the collection of 
the duties, and it was difficult to obtain accurate returas ; the approximate 
estimate given in my report for 1862, I have since had reason to believe 
erred on the side of excess, so that the increase on the export of tea in 
1863, as compared with 1862, may be safely set down as not less than 
five millions of pounds.

In the 
beginning of the year, grey shirtings were quoted at 3 taels, they are now 
at 3 9-l0ths per piece. Bat, in fact, the country surrounding Kuikiang, 
is still too poor to be a good market for foreign goods; it is only just 
‘commencing to recover from the devastations of the rebels, and of the 
Imperialist braves who inested this neighbourhood a few years since.

During the last six months none, it is believed, were imported in 
British vessels, and not much more than 13,000 pieces in American ves- 
sele. The falling off in the import of grey shirtings and other cotton 
manufactures, during the last half of the year, is attributable, in part, to 
the better position of the Shanghai market, and partly also to the greater 
demand which always exists for these goods during the spring and sum- 
mer. The import trade ia coast and Japanese products, such as sugar, 
seaweed, &c., is also increasing. Copper cash continued to be largely 
imported ; the amount imported in 1863, in vessels under foreign flags, 
<cannot have fallen far short of 2,500 tons weight. 

Currency, &c.—The tael weight of silver is the standard of value in 
commercial transactions here as elsewhere in China; dollars are not in 
favour. At present 95 43-100 Kiukiang taels are equal to 100 Shanghai 
taele ; the taels used in the purebase of find is 25 per cent. more than 
‘that used in ordinary commerce, and the Government tael, in which duties 
are paid, is of still higher value ; 100 taels are equal to 106 31-100. 

GENERAL REMARKS, 

‘The total amount of duties received during 1862, at the Chinese 
Custom-house, under foreign management, is taels 868,747-178, which, 
at 7s. per tael, equal £304,061. 10s, Sd. ‘The import duties, it may be 
remarked, are usually paid in Shanghai. ; 

‘The general business of the port has greatly increased during the year. 
Ten Bi and three American firms have branch establishments here, 
and in addition there are three British local firms. Several large houses, 
gedorass &e., have been built within the British concession. ‘The 

thinese city and suburbs have also undergone a great change ; numbers 
of handsome shops hase been erected, and the Canton storekeepers, of 
whom several have established themselves, are doing some gvod to trade 
by popularising the taste for articles of foreign wanufscrure. The chief

‘Worse than this is the case in this province, and in that of Ganbwuy, 
shere the passes are recognised, but before the tea is allowed to be put 
into We juni to be conveyed to Kiukiang from the tea districts, a tax 
of taels 1 7%, per picul in some cases, in others of taels 11, is levied ostenai- 
bly upon the native dealer, but really on the foreign merchant, who has 
also to pay the transit duty of taels 17%, per picul on the arrival of the tea 
at Kiukiang. The treaty transit are now practically abolished, as 
the merchant finds it his interest to have the tea brought from the place 
of production as Chinese property, or to give up trade in the interior 
altogether, and purchase peeduce at the ports of trade. Practically this 
state of things works well enough at present, but the objections to it are 
that it leave merchants to some extent at the mercy of the mandarins, 
and does away with the protection provided by treaty against extortionate 
charges in the interior upon goods belonging to British subjects. 
Endeavours have been made by private individuals to induce the Chi- 
nese authorities to consent to the employment of steamers on the Poyang 
Lake, but without effect. There is no doubt but that the measure woul: 
be attended with the most beneficial results. The shallowness of the 
greater portion of the lake, and the narrowness of the navigable channels 
which traverse it, will always prevent the employment of any but very 
small steamers, which, though ted for the short trip between 
on the lake and Kiukiang, could not be employed with profit for direct 
communication with Shanghai. At present, boats laden with tea often 
remain windbound for weeks in the lake; if permission were given by 
the authorities, these boats could be towed to Kiukiang in a few 
huure, Rapid ‘and direct communication with the green tea districts, 
and the potteries near the south-east Doraer OF the tuhc, wed with Woo. 
ching would confer great benefits upon both the native and foreign trader. 
Woo.ching is the most important mart for foreign manufactures in this 
province. - It is also the spot at which the Ningchow teas from one direc. 
tion, and the Hokow teas from another are, when on their way to Kiu- 
kiang, transhipped into junks fitted by their size to cross the lake with 
safety. 
The steam navigation of the lake has been noticed as a subject which 
well deserves attention in connection with the trade. The project which 
must sooner or later be carried into effect, seems to be the most natural 
and feasible means of increasing the prosperity of this port.

THE QUESTION OF “THE INLAND SEA.” 

TE announcement received by telegraph this morning, 
under date of “Shanghai, Sept. 5,” that “it had been deter- 
“ mined the fleet at Yokohama should force a passage into the 
“ Inland Sea,” seems to follow in a natural order from the in- 
telligence that will be found in our present issue under the 
head of “Japan.” The nations of Europe, with Great Britain 
in the front, can in no way be accused of rushing hastily into war, 


or of wantonly outraging the weak, when that decision wascometo. 
So long agn as the MUL July lust year, 1t was resolved, at a formal 


meeting of the representatives of foreign nations accredited to 
the Trcoon, that “ after discussion it has been agreed on as in- 
“ dispensable, for the maintenance of those rights copsecrated by 
“ the treaties concluded with Japan, to proceed immediately to 
re-open the Inland Sea.” We now know enough of the Island 
Empire of the Far East to be aware that the control of the 
Txcoon over the five or six great Daimios is pearly nominal. 
By himself be can do but little: it is only when 
the feeling of the other great feudatories is with the 
Sovereign that he is enabled to undertake the chas- 
tisement of one of their number. The arrival of the two 
Japanese who can testify, from their personal knowledge, 
to the resiatless might of AxsstRoxe guns, may be just 
in time to save the Prince of Nancato from persisting in his 
fatal blunder. Our advices state that unless some satisfactory 
assurance was received from that personage within ten days 
from the date—say, before the 24th August—an important de- 
monstration would be made. But the two Japaneso had inti- 
mated that the Inland Sea would be opened within a brief space. 

Naxcato himself evidently hashts misgivings ; andis determined, 
it is said, to have the sanction of the Japancse Government for 
the course he may definitively resolve on. With this view he 
had despatched a high officer of his Court to Miako, with a 
stately and enormous retinue, to beg the EmpEron’s instructions, 
This envoy was said to be directed to use the utmost despatch 
in effecting his return, though the number of his suite would 
be calculated, one might suppose, to produce the very opposite 
result.. Perhaps, indeed, delay may be the object of this em- 

bassy, and Navaaro will plead for time, on the ground that he 
is still without orders from his Sovereign. At present, matters 
must be admitted to be progressing with some degree of regu- 
larity. England ‘has no insult on her flag to avenge with a 
sudden and instant stroke of her thunderbolts. She has but to 
vindicatea right acquired by treaty. The mere firing across the bow 
of the Cormorant was simply the usual warning for her to proceed 
no farther, and may amount to nothing more than that NancaTo 
considered the point unsettled. The people of England will 
certainly be uoprepared to hear of any fort being attacked, of 
any attempt being made to force a passage through the Straits 
of Simonoseki, till it has been clearly and unmistakably ascer- 
tained that the right to pass through them is denied either by 
the Tycoon or Nanaato. If the obstacle is raised by the 
former, then the war is with Japan asa State, and ships, and 
shot, and shell should be directed to some more vital aim than 
this distant strait. - If by the latter, then care should be taken, 
before the blow is struck, to warn him of the consequences, 
and to let him know that he is to be held responsible, not only 
in his purse but with his life, for the slaughter he will bring 
upon his unoffending retainers. A lesson on the sanctity of 
engagements, and on the consideration due to human life thus 
enforced, one of their petty tyrants would win for England the 
respect and love of the unnumbered millions of the Japanese 
people. 

















RELATIONS OF THE ROMAN EMPIRE WITH INDIA 
AND CHINA. 

Tr is surprising how the official and literary mind of France 
are drawn towards the Far East. The press teems with pro- 
ductions relating to. Oriental Asia. In 1863 M, Rumavup,a 
member of the Jnstitut of France, published a volume entitled 
“ Political and Commercial Relations of the Roman Empire with 
“ Oriental Asia during the five first centuries of the Christian 
“era, derived from Latin, Greek, Arab, Persian, Indian, and 
“ Chinese sources,” and now M. A. Prerroy, a professor of the 
Lycée Louis Le Grand, makes M. Retnaups work the text of 
an article in the official Moniteur on the subject. According 
to both these writers, and, indeed, all the French savans who 
have touched upon the subject, there existed a regular inter- 
course between the Roman Empire and Orientel Asia—Pro- 
fessors Lassen, of Bohn; Benge, of Gottingen; CHARLES. 
Motter ; A. Wostser, of Berlin; Srreagt, of Erlangen ; and 
many other eminent scholars are of the same opinion. M. 
Rernaup believes that the first treaty between the Romans and 
the Far East dates from the time when Mark ANTHONY repre-- 
sented Romo in the East, and before the battle of Actium. 
This is based on the fact that when a Buddhist temple on the 
banks of the Indus was pulled down by ALLARD, a French. 
officer in the service of the King of Lazore, in 1830, thore 
were found beneath it several co'ns of the last years of the 
Roman, Republic, the more recert bearing the heads of Juztus * 
Cxsan ond Minz Axraony :—“This tower, theiefore,” says. 
M. Rernavp, “ must have been erected between the death of 
“ Jouius Casar and the definite triumph of Avaustus, during 
“ the Eastern Government of MARK ANTHONY, and was, in fact, 
“an act of homage to the last-narred hero, as well as an evi- 
“dence of the good understanding established between the 
“two countries.” Passages in the second book of Virai’s 
“ Georgies” seem also to support the hypothesis. 

The souvenirs of Kanicuka, who built the tower alluded to, | 
were fresh in the middle of the seventh cen-ury, when Hwoen- 
T'asan@ set out from China to visit the shores of the Indus 
and the Ganges, in order to collect information relative to the 
traditions of BuppHa. it was during the reign of Acausrus. 
that the use of silk became known in the West, and that the 
Greeks and Romans had a rame for the people of those lands 
whence silk came—the Séres. Virai, Horace, and their 
contemporaries, often speak of the Séres, The cultivation oe 
si lis still called sericiculture, or sericulture, in France. 

M. Retnaup says that the Chinese knew nothing of India 
and Persia, or the latter of the former, till the last century 
which preceded the Christ'an era. The Chinese annals speak ' 
of the arrival of Chinese armies on the banks of the Jaxarte, ' 
between the years 87 to 49 before Ourist; and it was some 
years afterwards that the Chinese began to be spoken of in 
the West, and the intercourse between the two was almost as 
rare and as difficult as that between Englaud and the interior ‘ 
of Africa at the present day. ‘The word sives has given rise to. 
much discussion ; one party supposes it to be compounded 
from that which signifies #i2é in Chima; Pansantus says it was 
derived from the name of the Chinese river Ser, which M. 
Rginaup believes to be the Yellow River, and he. adds :— It 
« should be known that this (the Hoang-Ho) is in fact the prii-- 
‘cipal river of China, and, according to the most trustworthy 
“ traditions, the valley which it waters was the cradle of Chinese 
“ civilisation.” According to this theory, the word séres would 
represent the inhabitants of the valley of the Hoang-Ho. 
If M. Retnavp be correct, the origin of the word Chinese is 
odd enough. Proxesry used the word Thines, the name of a 
tribe in India, for that of the Chinese ; this became Tchnia,’ 
whence our word, China and Chinese. M. Rernaup is now ac-, 
cupied in researches into the relations which exisied between 
Europe and Eastern Asia to the end of the fifteeuth century, 
when the Portugueso appeared in the Indian seas.

The book announcements continue to sbow that the coming 
publishing season is to be a very busy one; and, as is usually 
the case, just on the brink of so much novelty, the now ap- 
pearances of the past fortnight have not been numerous, though 
by no means deficient in interest. Mr. Consul Burton’s, 
Mission 10 Gelele, King of Dahomey, takes us to a part of the’ 
world which late incidents have brought once more into the 
foreground, and we find in it ample confirmation of a tale often 
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told, and as often discredited, that his African Majesty really 
does possess an Amazonian army. As Captain Burton was made 
by courtesy the colonel’ of one of the corps, he devotes con- 
siderable space to a detail of ‘everything he learut concerning 
this singular institution, which boasts of some antiquity. It 
appears the total number of these Amazons is now 2,500, of 
whom the fighting women number 1,700. A very full account. 
is aleo given of those horrible Customs of Dahomey, a recital 
of the slaughter and barbarities attending which thrilled 
through Christendom a few years back, It seems that their 
horror was greatly magnified, and Captain Burton tenders 
many grounds of explanation, which, if but palliatives, at least 
relieve the durkest features of the picture—Mr. J. E. Gorst’s 
Maori King ; or, the Story of our Quarrel with the Natives of 
New Zealand, is a narrative of the difiiculties besetting the 
land question, in which the Maori side of the case is done 
full justice to. It is clear that we should be able to get along 
smoothly enough, if it could be discovered to whoia the soil 
really belongs. One tribe has ousted another, turn after turn, 
till the whole country is one disputed title. Apropos to New 
Zealand, we may notice the Sdection from the Writings and 
Speeches of John Robert Godley, who, it will be recollected 
was the originator of the Canterbury Settlement, and, after re- 
turning home, died in 1862 Assistant Under-Secretary of War. 
The collection bears the impress of the truthfulness, sagacity, 
and moderation that marked the mind of tho author.—Our 
ancient times have been illustrated by the publication of three 
most acceptable additions to tho public ators in Mu Hortla 
History and Cartulary of the Monastery St, Peter, Gloucester ; 
Mr. Cocil Monro's Letters of Queen Margaret of Anjou and 
Bishop Beckington; and Sir Andrew Agnew’s contribution to 
family annals, illustrative of old Scottish Life, entitled The 
Agnews of Lochnaw, a History of the Hereditary Sheriffs of 
Galloway, The excitement caused in the antiquarian world by 
the discovery of the Letters of Margaret of Anjou will be 
divined when we are reminded that a law was passed in the 
reigu of Edward the Fourth which decreed death against yer- 
sons who might be found in possession of letters, or even 
of copies of letters, written by the Lancastrian Queen. 

In fiction, the fortnight can boast of a work from the pen of 
one of our most popular novelists, Mrs. Henry Wood. The 
authoress has expended more than ordinary care on Lord Oak- 
burn's Daughters, and has exhibited to advantage her faculty for 
constructing a strange and painful plot. In her present tale 
she opens in the old way with her usual dexterity. Ere the reader 
has got over a fourth of the first volume, the mind is tortured 
by at least a dozen exciting questions, anyone of which would 
cause a sicepless night to a sensitive brain—Mr. C, H. 
Burton’s Abbots Thorpe; or, the Two Wills, is ingenious in 
structure, fiuished in detail, and amusing, if not extraordinary, 
in its sketches of life and character, while many of the inci- 
dents are very striking. We have two more volumes of the 
“Select Library of Fiction "—Mrs. Trollope’s Mrs, Mathews, 
and Miss Jewsbury’s Marian Withers. Everything that the 
former published is worth reading, and though the fiction 
before us is not one of her best, yet there are so many traits 
of human weakness and strength developed in the volume 
under notice, that no one will regret its purchase at the 
amazingly moderate price of Messrs, Smith and Sou’s serics, 
The second book named is, on the other hand,- perhaps the 
most enchanting of all Miss Jewsbury’s productions. The 
pages teem with characters, cach’ interesting the reader by 
some different temperament, aud each possessing its own 
marked individuality. We are treated in one page to a flash 
of bright genius that reveals the inmost recesses of the heart, 
and in the next to some epigrammatic reflection on everyday 
life and occurrences that would set a philosopher thinking, and 
pique the most careless reader into a moment’s pause. 

. The Chinese and Japanese Repository for September opens 
with “Notes on Corea,” by the Rev. Joseph Edkins, recapitu- 
lating what is known of country entirely out of the track 
of travellers or merchants, “ Historical Documents Relative 
to the Turks” is a Chinese account of all the transactions be- 
tween tho ‘lurks and the Chinese, whether of war ‘or diplo- 
macy, and is but the commencement of an article which pro- 
mises well. The history of “Takoo, a Chinese Lady of the 
Second Century,” is the biography of a female of remarkable 
ability, learning, and virtue, The other most important piece 
in’ the present number is the conclusion of “The Science of 
the Chincsc—Arithtmetic.” It seems that even at the present 
day some of the Chinese are applying themselves with great 
zeal to the subject of Logarithms, ignorant of the advances that

have been made in the West since the days of Napier.—The 
British Army and Navy Review for October is not quite equal 
to the former numbers. Captain Chesney's “Second Year of : 
Campaigns in Defence of Richmond,” however, redeems the 
shortcomings of the rest of the contents. The “New French 
Cruisers” is brief but apropos. Contributions like “The Re, 
deemed” should be shut -out. The one so designated is be- 
neath the standard of any existing penny perpetrator of we 
balderdash.—Macmillan’s Magazine for this mouth has a par 
tinuation of its two serials, “ The Hillyars and the Burtona,” 
and “A Son of the Soil,” and the other papers are- fully 
up to the high standard of this excellent periodical. 

Among the announcements of works to be expected within 
the month is one specially referring to an.important centre of 
commerce and political interest in the Far East.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Rorrerpaw, Oct. 6th, 

The political discussions in the first Chambers of the States= 
General, about the projects of the addresses ii answer to the 
Speech from the ‘Ihrone, were very unimportant, while the 
Ministers, though they wero present, abstained from tho 
debate. The topic of the discussions (when there was one) 
was the colonial question. In the second Chamber both the 
parties repeated all that was said during the last Session, not 
one new idea was brought forward, and, after tiresome debates, 
the majority (36 against 35 votes) approved the liberal conduct 
of our Cabinet, and recommended our Minister of the Colonial 
Department to proceed with his just reforms. The victory 
was, undoubtedly, not very glorious. The annual speech of 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer, on introducing his Budget 
to the members of the Legislature, proved to be very 
satisfactory. According to his statements, perhaps in no other 
country are there so many evidences of financial and commer- 
cial prosperity, and nevertheless the budget inspired the oracle 
of the opposition, het Dagblad, with indignation, that only 
showed how disagreeable to it are the liberal measures and 
reforms, which Mr, Betz has introduced into his budget. In 
the meanwhile I hope that he will fulfil what he promised to 
introduce, which certainly he did not during the former sessions. . 
Among other important measures Mr. Betz proposes again to 
abolish the newspaper stamp duty, and the system of octrois, 
that gives every municipality the right to levy taxeson all sorts 
of consumable produces ; the latter provided for by an indemnity 
of the State, amounting to 10,000,000f,, which is to bedistributed 
proportionally amongst the municipalities. :

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At the conclusion of his speech the Minister stated that an

between both countries fram 8d. to 3d. Letters not pre- 
paid will be charged 3d. extra. The charges for letters from 
‘or for the Far East (via England) are reduced to 80c. for the 
Fast Indian Possessions; to 70c. for Banka, Palembang, and 
Riouw ; to 70c. for Australia, Japan, and Singapore ; to British 
India to 40c. In general, the letters must be post-paid. 

The International Association for the Advancement of Social 
Science opened its third annual session on Monday the 26th, 
in the Royal Palace at Amsterdam, which our King had gra- 
ciously placed at the disposal of the Association. The opening 
sittings were held in the beautiful ballroom, which was crowded 
in every part. Mr. St. E. J. Berg van Dusson Muilkerk, 
eschevin of the metropolis, in the absence through illness of the 
Mayor, welcomed the Association, thereupon Mr. Vervoort, the 
president, delivered the opening address in the French language, 
which was very short and full of oratorical generalities. 

‘The Secretary-General then read a long report of the Society’s 
proceedings, and on the labours of the different committees, of 
the council, &. Reference was made to the sister association 
in England, and to the efforts that were being made in con- 
nection with the important subject of general averages and 
international maritime law. A warm encomium was passed 
upon Lord Brougham, when describing his long and useful life,

thropist, Mr. Swingar. After the reading of the report, a 
motion was made by the President, and carried unanimously, 
to name 8 committee to draw up and present an address of 
thanks to the King for his kindness in lending the palace for 
the use of the association.

Tho five sections proceeded to business on the following day, 
and debated several important questions, concerning comparative 
legislation, education, art, and literature, public health and 
benevolence, and political economy ; viz: Is it right to subject 
foreigners to special and exceptional laws ; the education of the 
two sexes ; the relative advantages of public and private educa- 
tion ; the law of quarantine ; the moral effect of charitable institu- 
tions ; the relative advantages of private and Government saving 
banks; the amountof control to which the sale of alcoholic drinks 
should be subjected, &¢, In the fifth section a passionate debate 
took place about the government and the position of colonial 
possessions, Messrs. Bake and Rochusson defended thesystem of 
our Government, that from 1852 to 1862 has given a profit to 
our exchequer of 329,000,000f,, against the ultra-liberal sys- 
tems of Messrs. van Soest, Charles Potvin, Paul Blanc, &c. 
Mr. Douwes Dekker (the well-known Multatuli) spoke, as he is 
accustomed to do, much about himself, and attacked both the 
Liberals and Conservatives in such vehement expressions, that 
they missed their sim. Mr. Potvin recommended for the 
emancipation of the Indians, that the Europeans should only 
marry black women. This proposal was met with hilarity, 
while one of the members proposed to the orator to himself 
give the first example. 

The Rev. Mayboom proposed to create a sixth section for 
religion and philosophy, which proposal met with much dis- 
approbation. 

‘The congress ended with a monster banquet in the Crystal 
Palace. About 500 members with their ladies were present, 
amongst them was the Prince of Orange and several Ministers, 
The next meeting will be held either at Turin or at Liege.

HAMBURG. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hampvra, OCTOBER 8. 

It has been currently reported that the Duke of Saxe 
Coburg’s principal Minister and Privy Councillor, Herr Francke, 
whose services had been lent by the Duke to the Prince of 
Augustenburg, now residing at Kiel, had been recalled, as his 
leave of absence expired on the Ist of October, and he was 
seen in Altona the day before.

COMMERCIAL.

The Department for Commercial Statistics of the Board of 
Trade in this city have just published their usual annual tables 
for last year, which as far as they go are drawn up with elaborate 
care, perspicuity and comprehensiveness of detail. Those re- 
lating to the navigation of this port are quite perfect, giving as 
they do a retura of the shipping inwards and outwards, with 
the particulars of tonnage, flag, number of crew, and loaded 
or in ballast. But to the statistics of trade the same amount 
of praise cannot with justice be given, because a great 
vacuum is unpleasantly felt; for though all that has 
reference to the import trade is given in the moat 
satisfactory manner in these tables, not a single word is 
said about the exports. It is not to be supposed that this 
missing part of the general view of Hamburg commerce has 
escaped the attention of the public, but much as it is deplored

Only a few months ago motion was made by a morcantss 
member of the Burgerschaft or legislative body to make it 
incumbent on exporters to give particulars of the goods they 
shipped, but after a sharp debate it was negatived by a larga 
majority. As there is no export duty here, it is impossible to 
gain an insight into the value, description, and quantity of 
the goods exported, even by an examination of the ships” 
manifests ; but merchants send off their casks and bales to the 
vessel without being bound to mako any declaration. It is no 
doubt a great facility and saving of time and trouble in the way 
of business, but it is nevertheless to be deplored. Opponents 
pretend that it would be quite impossible to make up any 
reliable tables unless a duty was levied, but this is quite a mis} 
taken idea, because at Trieste—which is a Porto-franco or free 
port in the fullest extent of the word, which Hamburg is not, 
there being here a trifling duty on imports—the tables of the 
exports are quite as perfect and comprehensive as those of the 
imports, both being official and published by the Government, 
But in the absence of the particulars of the exports, one can 
form a shrewd guess at their amount and value, for with the 
exception of the comparatively small quantity of raw goods 
used here for the local consumption of the 150,000 inhabitants, 
the whole quantity of commodities imported is re-exported to 
some other country. But as within the last few years a large 
number of manulactories have sprung into existence here, a 
vast quantity of raw materials are subjected to various me- 
chanical processes, which of course greatly enhances their value 
when exported as they are in a manufactured state. For this 
reason it may fairly be assumed that, even after deducting the 
quantity of raw goods consumed here as such and in a manu- 
factured state, the value of the exports exceeds that of the im- 
ports by at least 20 or 25 per cent. 

The trade of Hamburg, then, for 1863 shows a greater 
amount of imports both in weight and value than in any pre- 
vious year, the former being upwards of two millions of tons, 
whilst the latter are given at 738,665,510 marks Banco, or 
about £58,250,000, being au increase of 100 millions of marks, 
or £8,000,000 on the imports of 1862, equal to about 16 per 


cent. 
The number of vessels that arrived from foreign ports over- 


sea was 5,543 of 1,443,648 tons, and 55,125 men, crew, whilst 
the number that sailed was 5,548 vessels of 1,449,088 tons, and 
55,086 men. 

From the Far East came 37 vessels of 20,367 tons, of 
which 11 were from China, 4 from the Philippine Islands, 3 
from Netherlands India, 18 from British East India, and 1 
from the Sandwich Islands, On the other band, the number 
of vessels that cleared out and sailed was 84, with an aggregate 
burthen of 41,682 tons, of which 47 were to China, 2 to Japan, 
2 to the Philippino Islands, 5 to Netherlands India, 6 to British 
Eest India, 1 to Russia in Asia, 1 to the Navigator's Islands, 
and 16 to Australia, In my next letter, I shall give your 
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readers some particulars of the special trade of this port with 
the Far East. 

Overland accounts received at St. Petersburg from Siberia 
state that-the coal found on the Island of Sachalin at the mouth 
of.the Amoor js being worked with great energy and success, 
the quality being admirably adapted for the consumption of 
steamers. Already these coal mines not only supply. sufficient 
fuel for the requirements of the Russian ships of war in the 
Pacific Ocean, but shipments have been made to Shanghai, 
from which port supplies of this article of fuel were hitherto 
derived for the use of the Muscovite squadron and the steamers 
on the Amoor and its tributaries.

SIR HERCULES ROBINSON. 
Qfoney MARKET REVIEW.) 

The next outward China mail will probably convey to Sir Hercules 
Robinson, the present Governor of Hong Kong, intelligence, of his ap- 
pointment to the Governorship of Ceylon, and to Mr. W. T. Mercer, 
‘Colonial Secretary at Hong Kong, his elevation to the post of Governor 
of that settlement. The pecuniary advantze gained from the exchange 
by Sir Hercules Robinson from Hong Kong to Ceylon will be an addi- 
tion to his salary of £2,000 per annum, and a saving of £4,000 in yearly 
expenscs.- Unquestionably the reward is well merited, but foreign resi- 
dents in China will view the transfer with regret, as Sir Hercules thus 
leaves to another the carrying out of the plans his Excellency had eo fully 
matured and elaborated in connection with the establishment of a mint at 
Hong Kong. Whilst Sir John Bowring has the merit of suggesting that 
establishment, to Sir Herculé Robinson was left its practical application, 
and ihe devising of those arrangements which led the British Government 
to concede all that was required, The intimate acquaintance of Sit Her- 
cules Robinson with the China trade will prove of essential sertice to 
Ceylon, which carriés on an extensive and enlarging trade with the islands 
in the China seas. ‘Ihe exports of Ceylon in 1863 amounted in value to 
£4,000,000. This trade, we may remark, has been materially stimulated 
by the operations ofthe Chartered Mercentite Bank of Inds London, and

THE CONFUCIUS SKULL SCANDAL. 

‘The following appeared in The Times :— » 8 

Sia,—My attention has been drawn to a notice by your Shanghai cor- 
respondent of the absurd story that a skull which was disposed of at a 
recent sale of Chinese curiosities was none other than that of the revered 
moralist Confucius, Your correspondent very 
preposterous nature of such an assertion ; and 
to explain the actual history of this relic. . 

In the early part of the late Emperor Tao-Kwang’s reign a rebellion of 
a serious character broke out in the Turkman regions, which were added 
to the Chinese colonial dominions by his illustrious grandfather, Kien- 
lung, but this rising was suppressed afler an obstinate struggle. The 
leader, Jehanghir, known to the Chinese as Chang -Ko-urh, was captured 
and carried a prisoner to Peking, where he was adjudged to death as an 
arch rebel, and condemned to suffer the extreme penalty of “slow man- . 
gling,” the most terrible form of execution it is possible to conceive, He 
was executed, I believe, in 1829, and 1 was informed some years ago by 
a Chinese of position who was near the Court at the time that his sk 
had been presented to the Emperor and preserved in the Palace. This, 
doubtl may have occurred in the case of other noted victims; but 
there is at least a strong probability that the skull in question was that of 
Jehanghir.

At a meeting of the Oriental Bank Corporation held on the 
13th, an interim dividend of 8 per cent. for the half-year, or 
at the rate of 16 per cent. per annum, was declared payable on 
and after the Ist November. The profits of the bank during 
the half-year ending 30th June had been £126,000, against

The Board of Trade returns for the mecte a Adjguat R78 
present extraordinary totals. The declared value of our ex- 
ports was £16,274,269, showing an increase of 154 per cent. 
‘on those of August 1863, and of 27 per cent. on those of 
1862. Of this increase nearly one-half was derived from cotton 
manufactures, which exceeded those of the corresponding month 
of last year to the extent of 23 per cent. in value, although 
only to the extent of 4 per cent. in quantity. Hence a very 
large part of the augmentation in the sterling amount of our 
trade is seen to be attributable to the extraordinary point to 
which the price of: cotton was recently carried. In other 
branches of manufacture, however, a large improvement is also 
shown, and in these instances the increase is only in a moderate 
degree due to an advance in the price of the various staples.
